Furthermore no Re¬ 
publican or Democrat in the U.S. Senate objected to the 
appointment of Mr. Burns when he was appointed by 
President Nixon. 

Mr. Burns said, “The explosive increase of federal 
spending during this decade is commonly attributed to 
the defense establishment — or to the war in Viet Nam. 

The fact is however, that civilian programs are the pre¬ 
ponderant cause of the U.S. budget growth. Between fis¬ 
cal 1964 and 1970, when the total federal spending has 
risen by $74 billion, defense outlays have Increased by 
just $23 billion. Outlays for education, manpower, healtli, 
income security, community dovelo])ment and crime pre¬ 
vention this year will top $80 billion — more than all 
federal spending in the peak of the Korean war.”

All one has to do is imagine a pie. Not pie in the 

sky; just a big pie. Let that represent the eight-hour 

work day. Now we start cutting the pie in slices, each 
representing the amount of time we spend earning the 
money that goes for certain needs. 

The smallest slice, representing 18 minutes, goes for 
recreation. Then in increasing size comes slices for medi¬ 
cal expenses, 21 minutes; clothing, 25 minutes; trans¬ 
portation, 40 minutes; housing, 57 minutes; food and 
tobacco, 59 minutes. There’s a pretty big slice for all 
other expenditures — except taxes — representing 1 
hour and 37 minutes. 

And now for the big one. The slice for taxes is 2 
hours and 43 minutes. In other words, if you start work 
at 8:30 in the morning, by 11:30 you’ve earned enough 
to make that day’s payment on your over-all tax bill. 

If this ruins your day, we’ll share the blame with 
the Tax Foundation, which supplied this somewhat dis¬ 
turbing bit of information.

No 
doubt, the Russians will be 
willing to sign an agree¬ 
ment. to affix their names 
to a scrap of paper. Lenin 
taught actions of that .sort, 
all the while lUnderstanding 
secretly that no agreement 
would bo respected unless it 
.suited' the needs of the 
communist regime. 

Lenin made the Bolshevik 
revolutionary faction the 
dominant faction by tactics 
of deceitful negotiation. He 
was ready to make any -sort 
of inter-faction agreement 
because he utterly rejected 
any standard of truth or 
good faith. The methods 
Lenin developed for Russia’s 
internal situation are the 
methods his followers have 
employed. The only real 
concession a Leninist will 
make is a concession of 
words, for tactical purposes. 

Always the Ix’nini.st — the 
communist — goal is des¬ 
truction of the capitalist 
countries. Nikita Khrush - 
chev said to the United 
.states; “We will bury you.” 
He meant it. And so do to¬ 
day’s communists, both the 
party hierarchy in Moscow 
ap'd the delegates to the 
SALT talks in Vienna. 

If the American people 
don’t understand the grim 
reality, if they don’t grasp 
the brutal message that V. 
I. Lenin delivered in his 
lifetime, their chances of 
survival against a formid¬ 
able adversary will not 'be 
good. Thus it is essential 
that the American people 
and their leaders compre¬ 
hend the threatening mes¬ 
sage of hatred and evil that 
is Leninism.
